Speaking in the All-Russian Soviet — 
congress, Leo Kameneff said that the 
only kind of an agreement Russia 
would make “with bourgeois nations 
must be like the treaty we made with 
Germany at Rapallo. We will make 
no agreement with any other: nation 
that does not give us political recog- 
nition—equality.” :

“The farmers in the prairie’ prov- 
inces are not quitters,” sald an offi- 
clal of the department. “There is
